His voice regained, the climb to fame in 
films, opera and radio is followed by the dramatic conflict between the girl and the 
singer's evil genius, a homosexual, and the culmination of the tragedy implicit in 

the triangle, Realler people, warmer and tenderer emotions, a larger gallery of char~ 
acters and fuller background leaves you less punch-drunk than The Postman but the

The circumstances are as deliberately 
close to common circumstances as The Years Are So Long by Josephine Lawrence ~ a 
thesis novel with a purpose - that parents let children learn to stand on their own 
feet, and tliat children let parents be themselves, and not simply bulwatks of the 
family fortunes, there to do as their children dictate. One can’t but feel that the 
book lacks the "guts" one associates with Lewis at his best; and that psychologically 
it is more @mperficial and obvious than one expects from him, None the less, as we 
have said before, it will sell. $2.

In the 
course of his research for other books, Carmer has dug up vast hordes of material on 
folk heroes and tall tales. This is the cream of the crop. The old familiar fig- 


ures are there, - Paul Bunyan, John Henry, Pecos Bill, but there are many, many more, 
and the tal@@ are told with humor and a rhythm of folk song and speech, Good Ameri- 
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cana, but not destined for a wide market. Might be some plus sale for boys. A small 
volume, illustrated by Elizabeth Black Carmer.

Moterg, William MEMORY OF YOUTH Simon & Schuster 


The first appearance of a well-known Swedish novelist in America, in this 
backward glance over childhood years. Knut, a well established editor in Stockholm 
finds himself deadlocked at 35, stifled by the routine, the materialism of the city, 
unable to reconcile soil and asphalt. He turns to the past, to his country child- 
hood and with great simplicity and charm reviews the years. An interesting piece of 
characterization in this portrait of a boy, sensitive, defiant, afraid, cowed by the 
narrow discipline of both home and school, local superstitions and taboos. Adoles-— 
cence, first love, and final emancipation to the life and work he had always wanted, 
with books, only to find the past in conflict with the present. Not the spacious- 
ness or vigor of the peasant scene one finds in Hamsun or Undset, but greater deli- 
cacy and considerable insight. $2.50

Household, Geoffrey THE THIRD HOUR Little, Brown 


This is not an easy book to place. Take that hurdle at the start. It 
gives one the impression of being an adventure story, as it launches forth into the 
story of a Spaniard, something of a wanderer and adventurer and derelict, of his 
concealment of the gold bars and coins which by accident he discovered to have been 
on a train he had helped a revolutionary leader to derail in Mexico — and of how it 
changed the course of his life. Then suddenly the story switches to London and the 
launching of a traveling job in toys and the life of the man who takes the jobd. 
Eventually, the paths cross and the traveling man volunteers to locate the gold, get 
it out of Mexico and come in on an idealistic plan for saving one corner of the 
world. The plan goes through ~- various loose threads tie up in the new project, and 
the book turns into a plea for community life on a new basis. Interesting, as it 


goes, but overlong, and leaving a sense of dissatisfaction at the close, $2.50

Subtitled "Scenes From The Life Of Alexander Sergeyevich Pushkin" this is 
fictionized biography, with scenes linked together in a highly colored interpreta~ 
tion of Pushkin/s life. The precocious boyhood, early affairs, duels and misconduct 
which led to his exile in Southern Russia: the succession of mistresses until his 
marriage to Nathalie, whose infidelity involved him in a duel which cost him his 
life. Nothing of Pushkin's work, but a fairly lively portrait of the man — melo- 
dramatic, violent, impulsive, Byronic - an "enfant terrible" given to unparalleled 
extravagance. Since the narrative is primarily dialogue and the emphasis on Pushkin's 
"vie intime" - one does not get the feeling of authenticity, but it makes entertain- 
ing reading. $2.50

Carlisle, Helen Grace THE MERRY MERRY MAIDENS Harcourt, Brace 


Here's the type of book that those who liked Ruth Suckow's The Folks, for 
its picture of the middle class townsfolk of the Middle West, will like for a some- 
what parallel picture of the middle class folk of New York City. It cross-sections 
the lives of a group of classmates in high school, girls who formed themselves into 
a club, destined themselves for spinsterhood and great endeavor, and promptly got 
married, "for better, for worse" (chiefly for worse), and worked out destinies far 
apart from those they had planned. The story is told by the one whose lot held 
least in the way of rocky paths, and to whom the others came for release and security. 
There is no rounded-out plot, The story is simply the story of many lives. But it 
is skilfully handled and implicit in it is a sector of modern American life. A 
woman's book, primarily, but a warm and appealing book which men will not thrust 
aside. A better orientated book than Mother's Cry, though less deeply emotional.

Warren, Robert Penn, editor A SOUTHERN HARVEST Houghton, Mifflin 
* A collection of short stories by the foremost southern writers of today, 


which provides not only excellent reading but also a many-faceted picture of the 
South. Few of the stories are "physical action" or plot stories, the majority pre- 
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sent one segment of southern life today. There is the static, decadent, genteel 
south of Allen Tate, Elizabeth Madox Roberts, Andrew Lytle and Stark Young; Roark 
Bradford, B. P. O'Donnel, and Julia Peterkin's Negro south: Elma Godchaux and Ers- 
kine Caldwell's poor Whites, etc. The Caldwell "Kneel To The Rising Sun" is far and 
away the most dramatic piece of writing, Thomas Wolfe's the most artistic. Others 
represented are Jesse Stuart, Faulkner, Caroline Gordon, Katherine Anne Porter, etc. 
Throughout there is a strong tendency towards self-scrutiny, self-definition through 
close observation, with a sacrifice of drama to analysis - but there is skill and 
poetry in the telling. $2.50

Walsh, J. Raymond C. I. O. INDUSTRIAL UNIONISM IN ACTION Norton 


Once again a book on labor relations that has a distinct bias. Perhaps it 
will be impossible to have one that does not take one side or the other. The author, 
in this case, comes to the defense of C.I.0. - its policy, its aims, its methods. 

He gives the background leading up to the formation, and traces its history in metic- 
ulous detail during its 20 months of life. He shows reasons for its rapid growth and 
success in some fields, its failures in others. This is no exception to the rule 
that pro-labor books are unpleasant reading for pro-capital, but for anyone wanting 
an intimate picture of the workings, this is a good book. $2.50

An occasional lyrical passage which is sheer imagism and often lovely. The ‘embodi- 
ment of idiosyncracy" will appeal to a very limited market, though his reputation as 
a trail blazer in the dadaistic 1920's will perhaps justify these cantos to a genera- 
tion which has tired of pseudo-modernisms, for parts were written years ago and re—

Believing the middle class 
to be weak-willed because of years of prosperity during which they have relieved them-

A Welshman covers here his boyhood, brief schooling, then work as a hired 
hand on a small farm, early loves, etc. - which now become an "old man's basket of 
memories". There is little action, but considerable mood and feeling and thought, 
and a good picture of the country through an average boyhood... all in a style which 
is both sensitive and extremely simple.
